At one time 
he was @ bicycle rider at the New York Velodrome. H also belonged to the Holy 
Name Club and distinguished himself as a long distance runner. Wnile on the 
subject of foot wrk, Eddie has om ambition to learn tho Westchester, but as he 
cannot carry @ tune, not even in a basket, it looks hopeless.

Her childhood was spent in Brooklyn and she atten- 
ded school in that city. Sydel says she never played hookey 
from school which may be taken to mean that she liked her studies.
